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A FATHER has appealed 
for those travelling in a 
4x4 involved in a crash off 
the A14 near Newmarket 
which left three people 
badly hurt to come 
forward. 

Daren Ramsey, 45, was at 
home preparing the food for 
his daughter Rayleigh’s 22nd 
birthday when he received a 
call from his son, Cullum, 
saying he had been in a 
serious car accident near the 
Rowley Mile service station. 

Cullum, 18, had been driving to a 
wedding with his girlfriend, Denise 
Holland, 18, and her 16-year-old 
sister, Shianne, at the Church of the 
Good Shepherd in Cambridge when 
he was forced off the road and 
crashed into trees. 

Shianne suffered internal 
bleeding requiring an emergency 
operation at Addenbrooke’s and 
fractured two bones in her lower 
back. 

Her sister sustained a fracture to 
a bone in her lower back and her 
cheek and also suffered internal 
bleeding, while Cullum suffered a 
cracked collarbone, a fractured 
shoulder and two fractured ribs.

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The silver 4x4, which was pulling 
a black trailer containing a white 
speedboat, drove off following the 
accident at about 2.40pm on 
Saturday, September 17. 

Mr Ramsey said: “When you see a 
car go off the road at that kind of 
speed, you have to expect the 
worst.” 

He said he felt the young people, 
all from Ipswich, had been left to 
die. “If they have got daughters 
themselves they may think ‘I cannot 
live with this on my conscience’.” 

Mr Ramsey, also of Ipswich, said 
the driver of the 4x4 had initially 
pulled into the middle lane behind 
Cullum and started to flash his 
lights. 

He then started to overtake the 
Ford Fiesta and the trailer pulled 
level with the car, when Cullum saw 
the front seat passenger grinning 
and laughing at them. 

He said: “Then without any 
warning whatsoever, the 4x4 pulled 
his car and swerved it towards my 
son’s car - he actually crossed the 
white line into the lane my son was 
in.” 

The 4x4’s trailer hit Cullum’s car. 
Mr Ramsey said: “Of course my son 
then lost control of the car and they

swerved into the inside lane and 
into the embankment and had a 
head-on collision with the trees.”

Coal tar hazard 
puts brakes on 
plan for crossing 


THE installation of a 
pedestrian crossing in 
Newmarket’s Exning Road 
will be delayed until early 
next year after the dis¬ 
covery of a carcinogenic 
material in the road’s 
surface. 

Mick Smith, 46, mounted a 
campaign to bring a crossing to 
the road after witnessing a child 
almost hit by a car shortly before 
Christmas. 

The well-supported campaign 
to make the road safer for the 
people of Newmarket, including 
the many young families walking 
to Houldsworth Valley Com¬ 
munity Primary School from the 
George Lambton estate, secured 
the go-ahead in May, with Suffolk 
County Council allocating money 
for the crossing in the 2011/2012 
financial year. 

But while it was envisaged the 
crossing would be installed in the 
autumn, coal tar was found in the 
road during a survey of its 
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surface. It cannot be taken to an 
ordinary waste site or reused. 

Mr Smith said: “I feel sad, I’m 
not angry because if there’s a 
delay there’s a delay, but I do not 
want the children put in danger 
any longer. I know there must be a 
delay and there must be a good 
reason but at the end of the day 
these children really are genuinely 
in danger.” 

Efforts to resurface Exning 
Road hit a similar stumbling block 
over the summer, but it has been 
decided both sites will be made 
safe through a process of 
recycling with the help of 
specialist machinery. 

But the machinery can only be 
brought into the county after 
enough work has been found for 
it and keyed in. 

Cllr Lisa Chambers of Suffolk 
County Council, who supported 
the campaign, said it was not 
ideal, especially with darker 


morning and nights expected 
soon. 

She said: “I am really 
disappointed this crossing has 
now been postponed after many 
months of campaigning. How¬ 
ever, I understand the environ¬ 
mental and health and safety 
issues relating to coal tar - so our 
hands are, unfortunately, tied. 

“I have asked that Suffolk 
County Council immediately look 
into the possibility of providing a 
temporary school crossing patrol 
to cover this area until the 
crossing can be put in place and 
this is currently being inves¬ 
tigated.” 

Mr Smith has volunteered to 
patrol the crossing during the 
time of the morning school run 
until a permanent replacement is 
installed. 

He hopes to start as soon as 
possible after obtaining some 
training and equipment.

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Care home is swamped by jobseekers 



ALMOST 700 people have applied for 140 jobs at 
a new care home in Kennett. 

Kentford Manor, a 97-bedroom care facility, 
opened its doors for the start of its two 
consecutive open weeks on Monday, September 
26. 

Just 30 staff have so far been taken on at the 
home out of the 127 people so far interviewed for 
positions ranging from care assistants to 
maintenance workers. 

One resident is currently living at Kentford 
Manor and employee numbers are set to increase 
to 140 by about 10 a month, depending on the 
rate of people moving in. 

Wendy Harvey, general manager at the care 
facility, said: “I think it’s fantastic that so many 
people have applied. Some people have applied 
who have been out of work for a while but are 
carers. 

“A really good calibre of people have been 
shortlisted, then it’s a quite difficult to choose, but 
obviously we choose through interview and 
selection processes the best people for the job 
who are going to work with vulnerable people.” 

She said she had received applications from 
jobseekers aged between 17 and 72, more than 
60 per cent of whom had either been made 
redundant or had had their hours cut by half. 

The home is carrying out a rolling programme 
of interviews for different positions and they are in 
particular need of nurses. 

Meanwhile, Kentford Manor is holding a coffee 


morning tomorrow in support of Macmillan 
Cancer Support’s world’s biggest coffee morning. 

Mrs Harvey said: “Community involvement is 
important to us and by linking the local 
community in our events and activities such as 
the coffee morning, we hope to build a great 
relationship with everyone in the local area and 
beyond.” 

The home will also donate £2.50 to Macmillan 
Cancer Support for every person who attends the 
open weeks and mentions this article. 


Mrs Harvey added: “I know we will be working 
closely with the Macmillan nurses and in the past 
I have seen just how much support and comfort 
they give. This is our way of showing them some 
appreciation for all of their hard work.” 

Kentford Manor, which offers residential, 
nursing and memory care, includes eight suites 
named by youngsters from Kennett Community 
Primary School.

10,000 homes 
back on table

rail users’ groups 



PASSENGERS’ groups have 
called for action to address 
Newmarket train station’s 
facilities - which they say reflect 
poorly on the town. 

Volunteers from Mid Anglia Rail 
Passengers Association (Marpa) and 
Railfuture East Anglia, two rail-user 
groups, carried out a survey of the facilities 
at Newmarket railway station on Thursday, 
September 28. 

They criticised the shelters, said the car 
parking arrangements were inadequate 
and called for the extension of the station’s 
single platform. 

A spokesman for the groups said: “The 
platform needs lengthening to 
accommodate three-car trains and the bus 
stop-type passenger shelters are of very 
poor quality. There is no platform seating 
apart from perches in the shelters. Car 
parking is very inadequate with all 11 
spaces in constant use and evidence of 
overspill into neighbouring streets. 

“This increasingly busy station overall 
reflects very poorly as a gateway to this 
important town.” 

The team of volunteers counted 661 
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people using Newmarket station on that 
day, and found the number was up by one 
third on the 452 passengers who used the 
station on Thursday, April 23, 2008. 

Peter Wakefield, chairman of the East 
Anglian branch of Railfuture, said both 
groups were calling on the democratic 
representatives of Newmarket at town, 
district and county levels and the 
horseracing industry to take ownership of 
the problem and encourage rail 
companies responsible for the station to 
improve the facilities. 

He suggested additional funding could 
come from the Department of Transport 
and section 106 agreement funds given to 
Newmarket by developers. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst of Newmarket Town 
Council said the town’s station did need 
improving and the town council would 
support efforts to do so. 

A spokeswoman for Forest Heath 
District Council said: “Network Rail owns 
and operates Britain's rail infrastructure. 
However, we would consider ways in 


which we could help facilitate 
improvements at Newmarket railway 
station for the benefit of our residents and 
visitors. We would need to look at what 
MARPA is proposing and any evidence 
before we could consider the matter fully.” 

A Network Rail spokeswoman said: “The 
rail industry’s long-term strategy for the 
Anglia region, which was produced in 
consultation with user groups, does not 
currently include proposals to further 
lengthen services serving Newmarket 
station. We are aware of local aspirations 
to improve services and, as ever, we are 
happy to discuss these with our 
stakeholders.” 

A National Express East Anglia 
spokeswoman said: “We’re grateful for the 
feedback from the local rail user 
associations and we will work with local 
stakeholders and Network Rail to explore 
opportunities for further improvements at 
Newmarket station. 

“We have already introduced an hourly 
train service and more modern air- 
conditioned trains on most services. We 
are also undertaking a station refresh, 
including some redecoration which will be 
completed later in the autumn.” 


PLANS for a new town at Six Mile Bottom of 
up to 10,000 homes are back on the table. 

The market town on land at the village 
would include between 8,000 and 10,000 new 
homes, two or three local centres, a hotel and 
a leisure centre as well as a railway station 
giving access to Newmarket and Cambridge. 

Proposals for thousands of homes at Six 
Mile Bottom have been turned down on 
previous occasions, but the idea is again 
under consideration after a plan was 
submitted to South Cambridgeshire District 
Council during the summer. 

Between 88 and 90 homes were also 
suggested for land at Great Wilbraham. 

Cllr Robert Turner, South Cambridgeshire 
district councillor for the Wilbrahams, which 
includes Six Mile Bottom, said development 
proposals for between 6,000 and 8,000 
dwellings had been turned down on two 
occasions in the past 10 or 15 years 
principally, he thought, because of the lack of 
infrastructure. 

He said: “The reason for refusal of the 
previous two applications still stands, in my 
view.” 

Cllr Turner said the proposed development 
would “completely swamp” Six Mile Bottom, 
resulting in both the new development and 
the existing village at Six Mile Bottom having 
no character. 

He said: “There would be no character left 
in Six Mile Bottom itself. 

“It would completely overtake it and it 
would be another characterless 
development.” 

South Cambridgeshire District Council 
made a call for sites with the potential to 
accommodate housing development 
between June and July to help it produce a 
plan that will earmark locations for 
development until 2031. 

Landowners, developers, residents and 
parish councils all responded, providing the 
council with suggestions for many more sites 
than the council needs to meet the district’s 
requirements for housing and economic 
growth in the next 20 years. 

The number of homes needed by 2031 has 
yet to be determined, but stood at the last 
count at 21,000. 

All of the sites registered during the call 
period will now be assessed to determine 
their suitability for housing development and 
the results will be published next summer. 

Extra sites registered while the SHIAA is 
being prepared will also be published on the

H ORSE passports, silks 
and jelly babies - my 
first day at the races.

own small television screen showing 
live racing, but looking up we had a 
panoramic view of the course outside 
the window. 

Members of staff take bets before 
each race so you do not even have to 
get up.

room where we met Martin Cannon, 
a member of raceday staff who works 
nights at an engineering company to 
be able to work at the racecourses 
too, a fountain of knowledge. 

He showed us jockeys kitted out in 
their silks - like a sports team’s 
colours - standing on the scales to 
check they were the required weight 
for their forthcoming race. 

A pound’s extra timber, we were 
informed, is typically equivalent to a 
length slower in a race, so the riders 
go to great trouble to control their 
weight, from spending hours in hot 
baths and running in wetsuits to 
sweat it off to consuming little more 
than a cup of tea and two jelly babies 
in a day. 

The racecard contains a wealth of 
information, from the horse’s parents 
and maternal grandfather to the 
number of days ago it raced, as well 
as its age, but all is not what it seems. 

Every thoroughbred’s birthday is in 
January, regardless of the month it 
was born. This means a 
horse born at the end of the 
year competing in a two- 
year olds race against an 
animal with a spring 
birthday will be a whole 
year less mature. 

It is virtually impossible 
to switch a horse, we were 
told. All horses have 
passports and are 
microchipped with a 15- 
digit number. 

Gerry Brown, who works 
at the sampling unit as a 
security assistant, said 
would-be meddlers have to 
overcome seven barriers to 
tamper with a horse’s urine

sample. 

He said: “The whole system is 
designed that when the crowd leave 
here to go home they can sit down 
and know they have lost their money 
honestly.” 

And a lot of money goes into racing 
- Steve Taylor, a starter, said a race 
setting off a minute or two early 
could literally cost millions of pounds 
because of people not having time to 
place their bets. 

We bumped our way in a Land 
Rover with Mr Taylor to the starting 
line where horses were about to be 
cajoled into the stalls. 

Never one to decline an invitation, 

I clambered up the stepladder in my 
heels to test the important-looking

red button to open the doors. 

In two minutes flat and with the 
help of a professional pusher, the 
seven animals were in and a few 
seconds later, they were thundering 
their way down the track towards 
where our four-course meal was 
waiting. 

From our third-storey position, we 
climbed one flight higher and made 
our way into the hallowed judges’ box 
with the country’s principal judge, 
Nick Bostock, who said his job was 
about identification, judgement and 
evidence. 

He said: “I love racing, it gives me 
the opportunity to be in the best 
position to view a race and see some 
of the best racing in the world.” 

He lines up a piece of string 
stretched vertically in front of him 
with the mirror on the other side of 
the finishing line, and marks the 
horses’ positions as they cross it. 

A photo finish allows him to see to 
a single pixel the horses’ positions 
while if one animal is obscuring 
another, he can sometimes see the 
image in reverse thanks to a 
photograph taken into the mirror and 
he can often rely on angles of horses’ 
heads. 

With these hard facts and a few 
expert tips under our belts, how did 
we fare? 

We put our money on Tell Dad in 
the £500,000 Tattersalls Millions 2YO 
Trophy - who came in second after 
we bet he would win. 

Never mind; there will definitely be 
a next time.

But it's too soon to judge reopened facility 


FEWER trips have been 
made to Newmarket’s 
household waste recycling 
centre since it reopened as 
a charity-run facility - but 
this does not mean less 
rubbish is being deposited 
there, says its manager. 

The town’s tip closed as a 
Suffolk County Council-run 
facility at the end of July and 
reopened as the Newmarket 
Open Door Community Reuse 
and Recycling Centre a month 
later. 

In the four weeks since then, 
2,000 trips have been made to the 
centre - which now charges £3 for 
cars to enter, £6 for estates and

£12 for vans or large trailers. It is a 
lower number than was counted 
visiting the centre in either March 
or June. 

John Durrant, general manager 
of Newmarket Open Door, said: 
“We just don’t know at this stage, 
there are fewer trips, but they 
may be fewer trips by the same 
number of people.” 

He added the surveys had been 
carried out at two months earlier 
this year, not at annual intervals 
during the same period, adding 
August and September were the 
quietest times of the year for 
household waste recycling 
centres. 

He said: “What people are 
donating to us is very helpful and 
things are running smoothly. 

“We are very happy with it to 
date, but as I’m informed it’s the 
quietest time for household waste 
recycling sites.” 

He said just under a third of the 
waste brought to the centre was 


recyclable, adding he hoped 
people would say after a visit to 
the site that the charges for using 
it are reasonable. 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, portfolio 
holder for waste at Suffolk 
County Council, who recently 
visited the centre with Cllr Mark 
Bee, leader of the council, said it 
was much too early to be able to 
make a judgement. 

She said: “When the surveys 
were carried out, they were not 
carried out at this time of year. 

“I think what we need to do is 
to do a full year before we 
actually really assess whether 
there has been a dip in usage or 
whether there has been any 
displacement of waste.” 

She praised the site for the fact 
its profits pour back into the 
charity, which offers training 
opportunities and housing to 
vulnerable people, and the 
community, adding while 
according to “cold figures” there 
has been a dip, lots of other 
factors, such as the weather, have 
to be taken into account.

“One had urinated on the 
pavement by the stopped car, 
one a little further down the road 
by a tree and one had urinated 
on my driveway through the gate 
to my back garden. 

“Before I could take any 
action, the individual who was 
on my property in Station 
Approach shouted ‘go go go’, 
jumped into the car along with 
his friends and screeched down 
the road back towards town.” 

The third occasion, she said, 
saw a well-dressed man urinate 
in the driveway of the property 
opposite her home in the early 
evening on August 26 and then 
another man urinated into the 
hedge and railings near her 


home at around 6pm on August 
3J. 

She said she was at a loss as to 
what to do about the problem. 

The police, she said, had been 
unable to respond in the way she 
would have hoped, she did not 
think it was fair to ask taxpayers 
to foot the bill for more public 
toilets and was concerned that if 
the public toilets next to the 
Memorial Hall in High Street 
were left open, there could be 
problems with vandalism.

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Cold-calling 
scam warning 

POLICE are warning Suffolk residents to be 
on their guard after receiving reports of a 
telephone scam. 

Officers have been contacted by residents 
who have been received a cold call from 
someone offering a personal loan. Often 
they will claim to be from the Ministry of 
Finance, Money Saving Expert or a loan 
company - but in all instances they are not 
genuine. 

The caller will ask for the victim to send 
them a fee in the form of a Ukash voucher 
code by email or over the telephone. The 
company will then contact the victim on 
further occasions asking for more fees but 
inevitably the loan never arrives. 

Ukash vouchers can be bought from high- 
street shops using cash and can then be 
used online rather than providing bank or 
credit card details. 

They are never genuinely used as 
advanced-fee payment for loans or other 
similar products. They are designed for the 
purchase of goods from the internet or other 
retailers. Anyone offering a genuine loan will 
not ask for a cash payment up front. 

Police are urging residents not to provide 
voucher details or any other personal details 
to a third party, especially those who are 
cold-calling. They should be treated with as 
much security as debit or credit card details. 

A spokesman said: “Fraudsters will try 
anything to get you to part with your cash so 
if you receive any unsolicited calls from 
people asking you for cash or voucher 
details then please do not give it to them.”

Concerns over council process 
after payouts to departing officers 


CONCERN has been expressed that 
Suffolk County Council did not stick to its 
rules when paying two council officers 
more than £130,000 at the end of their 
employment. 

Eric Whitfield, head of scrutiny and 
monitoring at the council, received a 
payment of £66,710, three quarters of his 
£88,944 salary, while Graham Dixon, the 
council’s director of resource manage¬ 
ment, was paid £63,866, half of his 
£126,733 wage, when they left the council 
at the end of March. 

Neil Harris, an Audit Commission 
officer, said in his report he had no 
intention of challenging the payments 
made. 

But he said: “Particularly for the 
termination of employment for the 


former director of resource management 
and head of scrutiny and monitoring, I 
found significant failings in the 
paperwork and evidence to demonstrate 
that the council considered all relevant 
factors, internal and external advice and 
adhered to its own standing orders, 
financial regulations and terms and 
conditions of employment before 
reaching its decision.” 

Cllr Mark Bee, leader of the council, 
said: “What’s clear from the external 
auditor’s report is that proper processes 
are in place for dealing with the end of a 
member of staff’s employment; however 
these were not followed in March this 
year. I welcome his positive comments 
on how procedures were followed later 
this year.”

TWO early Moor- 
croft vases sold for 
£600 after being 
dug out of a box of 
things taken to an 
auction by their 
owner - who was 
going to throw 
them away 

Both blue vases, 
which were created 
between 1895 and 1903 
and are thought to be 
decorated with the 
honesty pattern, were 
auctioned at the 
Eriswell Hall Barns 
Auction Centre on 
Saturday. 

Different estimates of 
the value of the pair 
were made, with the 
lowest guess placing 
them at between £600 
and £800 and the 
highest estimate valu¬ 
ing them at between 
£1,500 and £2,000. 

But Brian Allsop, of 
Lakenheath, who 


volunteers as an 
assistant at the auction 
centre, said of the lady 
who had brought them 
in: “It was just a stroke 
of luck - she was going 
to throw them away 
because one of them 
was broken, not badly 
damaged, but she just 
thought it was no good 
and worthless.” 

He said it was exciting 
to have a pair of 
Moorcroft vases in the 
auction, and telephone 
bidders had registered 
their interest in the 


pieces, made in Stoke- 
on-Trent, ahead of the 
day. 

Mr Allsop said: “One 
of them is damaged and 
one is perfect, but it’s 
nothing that cannot be 
restored. These just 
came in a box; obviously 
the person who had 
them didn’t even know 
what they were. 

“There was no reserve 
on them. If nobody had 
picked them up they 
could have gone for £3.” 

He said they receive 
at least 100 or 200 boxes 


of goods from house 
clearances a week and 
they simply to do not 
have the time to go 
through each and every 
one. 

He said: “It’s 

something that happens 
at auction - we do not 
have the time to sort 
through every single 
box that comes out of 
house clearance. That’s 
why people love 
auctions because there’s 
always a bargain to be 
had.” 


Man denies 
wounding 

A MAN accused of 
wounding with intent 
has pleaded not guilty 
in court.

EastEnders' lovable loser - 
who would later prove a 
surprisingly good Strictly 
Come Dancing hoofer - 
tells JENNIFER SHELTON 
why he's looking forward 
finally to getting to know 
Cambridge, after eight 
years living on its doorstep 

I F it seems like Christmas 
comes round earlier 
every year, spare a 
thought for the cast of 
Season’s Greetings, who 
have been getting into the 
festive spirit all year. 

One of only two Christmas- 
themed plays by modem master of 
observation Alan Ayckbourn, 
Season s Greetings invites us into 
the home of Belinda and Neville 
Hopcroft to enjoy a typical middle- 
class Christmas celebration. 

It’s not just a Christmas show but 
an exploration of family dynamics, 
complex relationships and hidden 
tmths, wittily put to the ultimate 
test under the pressure of a close, 
claustrophobic social gathering. 

The all-star cast of this year’s 
revival includes Glynis Barber, who 
made her name with 80s action 
series Dempsey and Makepeace, 
followed by stints in both 



Emmerdale and EastEnders, 
Christopher Timothy - a TV icon 
thanks to his role as James Herriot 
in All Creatures Great and Small - 
and The Royal’s Denis Lill. 

One man who won’t have far to 
travel is Cambridgeshire’s own 
Ricky Groves who, after his nine- 
year stint as EastEnders ’ lovably 
hapless Garry Hobbs, revealed an 
unexpected aptitude for ballroom 
dancing on Strictly Come Dancing 
two years ago. 

After many years of TV work, 
Groves is enjoying getting back 
onto the stage and in front of a live 
audience. “It’s really nice ’cause 
when you do TV you don’t really 


get any recognition - you might get 
the odd comment by the director 
but you’re not going to get a big 
round of applause every time they 
shout ‘cut!’. I’d forgotten what that 
feels l ik e.” 

Despite living in Cambridgeshire 
for the past eight years, Groves 
admits he doesn’t know Cambridge 
very well so will also be taking 
advantage of his stint at the Arts to 
get to know the city better. 

The actor shared his home in 
Great Staughton, near St Neots, 
with wife Hannah Waterman - who 
played Laura Beale in EastEnders - 
until their well-publicised split on 
New Year’s Day last year. A familiar 


face around the area - this summer, 
he staged The Ricky Groves Help 
for Heroes Golf Day in Abbotsley, 
which he hopes will become an 
annual event. 

Despite his successes, Groves 
admits that acting was “never a 
childhood dream”, and his route 
into the business was a less than 
conventional one. 

“I was a chef for many years but 
I got bored with that after a while. 
Then I started seeing a girl whose 
father was involved in a drama 
group. The next thing you know, 
it’s: ‘Can you help out, can you play 
an angry villager?’ Then one day 
your angry villager is given a line 
and you get bitten by it.” 

As well as his time on 
EastEnders, a particular highlight 
of his career, Groves enthuses, was 
his 10 weeks on Strictly in 2009. 

“ft was one of the best 
experiences of my life. I’ve a 
wonderful memory of the show. It’s 
just about to start up again too, with 
a whole new load of victims. But 
lovely Erin [Boag, his former dance 
partner] is still in it so I’ll be 
backing her. I’m going to stay with 
her actually when we’re in 
Richmond, so it’ll be nice to catch 
up with her then.”

THE DEBT certificate 15 
113m 

JOHN Madden directs a gripping 
film about three retired Mossad 
agents who come face to face 
with the spectres of the past. 

The Debt is a political thriller that 
cranks up the tension and 
elegantly conceals plot twists by 
cutting back and forth between 
events in 1966 and 1997. 

On the whole, Madden abides by 
convention but occasionally 
wrong-foots us, including a jaw- 
dropping shock in the opening 10 
minutes that sparks nagging 
doubts about the life expectacy of 
the lead characters. 

The casualties of war are high and 
star billing offers scant protection 
from an inglorious early exit. 

In Tel Aviv, 1997, Sarah Singer

A rose by any 
other name... 


W RITER and 
broadcaster 
Edward Enfield 
may be best known for his 
entertaining observations 
on old age and travel and 
for being the father of 
comedian Harry Enfield, 
but he’s also an expert in 
the garden, particularly 
when it comes to roses. 

With 50 years of gardening 
experience under his belt in the 
garden of the house he has lived 
in throughout that time, set in 
three-quarters of an acre in West 
Sussex, he now shares some of 
his horticultural experiences in 
his latest book, Growing To A 
Ripe Old Age. 

For a while, he became 
obsessed with roses, he admits, 
joining the Royal National Rose 
Society (RNRS) and entering his 
roses in the Billingshurst Show 
“Roses can become an 
obsession, a mania, a disease, 
and I caught it. Some of the 
madder members (of the RNRS)

refer to themselves by the fairly 
frightful sobriquet of ‘rosarians’, 
and while I never went as far as 
that, I went pretty far. 

“I got all the society’s books 
and used to sit up late into the 
night with catalogues of roses, 
planning and re-planning beds of 
different shapes with roses of 
different combinations to go in 
different parts of the garden.” 

He’s grown all manner of 
roses, from hybrid teas and 
floribundas to China roses, 

David Austin roses, shrub roses, 
ramblers and more, and has even 
tried growing roses from seed. 

“I am pleased to say that 
sanity has returned and we are 


now down to one excellent rose 
bed with a few other roses here 
and there,” he reflects. 

During his rose show days, he 
used to spray his prize roses to 
stop black spot and mildew, took 
action against greenfly and other 
aphids and would strip all but 
one bud from the leading shoots 
in the hope of obtaining one 
perfect bloom on each. 

These days, the former 
columnist for The Oldie is more 
relaxed about his roses. 

“My bed isn't colour co¬ 
ordinated. They’re just jumbled 
up. I’m very bad on colours. I 
tend to wear the wrong coloured 
pullover with the wrong trousers. 

“Anyway, I don’t believe that 
roses ever clash. So any mixed 
bed will look OK as long as you 
have the heights right, so 
obviously don’t put the short¬ 
growing ones in the middle, or 
they’ll disappear.” 

Today, he has one main rose 
bed comprising mainly hybrid 
teas, with the occasional David 
Austin thrown in, and another 
smaller one in the vegetable 
patch which he uses for cutting.

He grows around a dozen 
varieties but among his 
favourites is ‘Sutter’s Gold’, a 
hybrid tea rose with deep yellow 
blooms with a pink flush. 

“It’s quite an old rose, but for 
all its failings, in that it doesn’t 
last very long in water, it has a 
wonderful scent, grows on lovely 
long stems and produces blooms 
of a perfect shape.” 

He thinks it's best to grow 
roses in one bed and to feed 
them three times - once in 
spring, another in summer and 
the third in autumn - and spray 
them against fungi and mildew 


once a fortnight throughout 
summer. 

“There are those who have a 
childlike faith in spraying 
greenfly with soap and water in 
the belief that this will drown 
them, which in my experience it 
doesn't. 

“You can choose a proprietary 
insecticide which boasts of its 
Green, organic and generally 
harmless properties, but I find 
these also to be harmless to the 
creatures they are meant to kill. 

“So I can only suggest that 
you look along the shelf in the 
garden centre and choose some 


poison which somehow 
persuades you that it might do 
the job.” 

Edward also takes care over 
pruning, although he recalls an 
experiment by one of the 
horticultural societies in which 
one lot of rose bushes were 
pruned lightly, another lot 
heavily and a third were hacked 
with a hedge cutter. 

“To the great surprise of one 
and all, those hacked off with the 
hedge cutter did the best,” he 
recalls, although he’s never been 
brave enough to do that to his 
own roses.

A NEW study reveals 
that those drivers 
who put off having 
their car serviced to 
save cash could be 
costing themselves 
more money in the 
long run. 

Research commissioned 
by Kwik Fit shows that a 
full service history on a car 
could increase its value by 
26 per cent. 

With the average used 
car selling for £5,500, the 
findings indicate that a 
fully stamped service 
book could be worth up 
to £1,500 - more than £10 
billion to the used car 
market annually 

In fact Kwik Fit has 
found that for a third (34 
per cent) of drivers, the 
stamp is literally price¬ 
less as they say they 
would not buy any car 
unless it had a full service 
history (FSH). 

More than 10.5 million 
(32 per cent) drivers say 
that they place the same 
value on a service history 
with stamps from an 
independent garage as 
they do from a main 


franchised dealer. 

The over-65s are the 
age-group most likely to 
insist on a FSH, as one in 
two (48 per cent) would 
not buy a car without it. 

For under-45s, this 
figure drops to 28 per 
cent of motorists. 

David White, customer 
services director at Kwik 
Fit, said: “It’s accepted 
that a fully stamped 
service book will increase 
the re-sale value of a car 
but this research has 
been able to put a figure 


on it: £1,500 is a 
significant number and 
makes a big difference to 
the value of a car when 
an owner comes to sell. 

“For a more expensive 
car 26 per cent will 
equate to a very big 
number indeed. 

“Motorists with one or 
two stamps missing 
should bear in mind that 
some services will still 
carry a premium over 
none at all, particularly if 
they’ve been carried out 
more recently.”

“I know that the racing is a lot tougher 
than in Norway, but Giant Sandman is a 
serious horse and I think that the seven 
furlongs at Newmarket will be perfect 
for him.”
